70 Years ago on the 3rd 
of March 1942 the 
coastal town of Broome 
was bombed by 
Japanese Zero fighters. 
To commemorate this 
very significant event 
ANSWA held a 
memorial service at the 
Dutch Annex of the 
Perth War Cemetery in 
Nedlands on 
Wednesday the 29 th of 
February 2012.

Amongst our VIPs we had a family of a survivor and 
family of a victim present which made the service even 
more poignant

provided with compliments of the Dutch Embassy. 

In the Clubhouse the ANSWA committee had displayed 
various picture posters for visitors to look at and to 
visualise the impact and the repercussion of the Broome 
strafing. Dr. Nonja Peters explained the picture posters 
to the visitors present. 

Our Posters were so successful that copies of them 
were taken to Broome for their commemoration and 
afterwards went to the Dutch Embassy in Canberra. 

We were also very lucky to have Doug Hurst present, 
the author of the book “The Fourth Ally”, who gave a 
short speech relating to his research of the Dutch 
influence in World War 11 in Australia. 

Doug Hurst handed out signed copies of his book “The 
Fourth Ally” courtesy of the Dutch Embassy. 

We also had the Historian Kevin Gomm, who has 
written various books but made special mention to his 
book “Red Sun On The Kangaroo Paw”, which tells 
about the Japanese Air Raids and Attacks on Western 
Australia During World War 11. 

Not many of those present at the clubhouse had 
realised that Western Australia was attacked so many 
times. Every school student should definitely read this 
book.

The ship the Zuytdorp (Zuijtdorp) 
was built in the year 1701 for the 
“Verenigde Oost-indische Compa¬ 
ny) known in short as the VOC, in 
Middieburg The Netherlands. 

She was used by the VOC from 
1701 to June 1712 when she was 
wrecked near Shark Bay in West 
Australia. She was 160 feet in 
length and of 1152 ton. She would 
normally carry a crew of250. 

At the time of her wrecking against 
the cliffs, that now bears her name, 
she was carrying 286 living souls. 
Today : 

Many of the aboriginal peoples 
living in the Shark Bay, Kalbarri, 
Ceraldton, Cuilderton & 
surrounding areas believe that they 
have Dutch Heritage. 

Believe that their Dutch forebears 
came from the Dutch ships 
wrecked off our WA coast. What 
they have been saying all along 
may well be proven true in a very 
short time now as results of DNA 
studies come to fruition. 

On the 2nd June at Kalbarri the 
Nanda people will be welcoming 
you to their Country.

“What is ANSWA” 


ANSWA stands for the Associated 
Netherlands Societies in WA. 
Incorporated in February of 1998 
after a number of people from the 
Dutch community in WA decided 
that there was indeed a need for 
what was then called an “Umbrella 
Group” similar to a group that had 
already been set up in the Eastern 
States & travelling well for years. 
Over the ensuing years ANSWA 
held a variety of events in an effort 
to highlight the Dutch Community in 
WA.. One of these and which 
became a regular yearly event was 
the May Memorial Service. This 
event has never faltered. This year 
we will affectively have held 2 
Memorial Services. The most 
recent being the 70th Anniversary 
of the Bombing of Broome (3rd 
March 1942) where many Dutch 
citizens lost their lives in an attempt 
to 

escape the Japanese who were 
invading their home which was 
Java. This Memorial Service held 
at the Dutch Annex in the Perth War 
Cemetery, and then afterwards at 
Neerlandia on the 29th February 
2012 proved extremely successful. 
The next Memorial Service will be 
held at the Dutch Annex on the 5th 


of May 2012—the theme will be 
‘Freedom’; something that a lot of 
us take for grated and yet that our 
forefathers have fought for on a 
number of occasions throughout 
history. 

But of course ANSWA is not just 
about Memorial Services. 

Albeit that the organization has 
been somewhat quiet for the last 
few years, there are now 
committee members who are 
eager to see it reconstitute the 
aims of the organization. 

We are now looking at the 
younger ‘Dutch’ in our community 
to help us with a younger and 
more vibrant appearance — we 
would like to look to them for 
suggestions on how we can; and 
what we can bring to the 
Community in ways of perhaps 
highlighting some of our heritage 
and culture. 

The Netherlands has a lot of 
history and has many 
celebrations throughout each 
year— some of these could 
become an event here. 

Also Australia has a lot of Dutch 
History and the ‘Australian-Dutch 
Cultural Heritage Connection’ is all 
the rage at this time—and will 


continue, I believe, for some years 
to come. With special 
celebrations beginning as early as 
this June for the 300th 
Anniversary VOC ship the 
Zuytdorp and then in 2016 the 
400th Anniversary of Dirk Hartog 
and for this event it is expected 
that Prince Willem-Alexander will 
be here. The average person will 
not get to see a lot of these 
celebrations AND this is where we 
can come in. 

ANSWA has a small but hard 
working committee; and a 
Subgroup that organizes 
Memorial Day Services. But this 
is just once a year.

‘Little Dove’ 

Returning home to WA 

In 1606, the small Dutch ship the 
Duyfken sailed from the 
Indonesian island of Banda in 
search of gold and trade 
opportunities on the fabled island 
of Nova Guinea. 
Under the command of Willem 
Janszoon, Duyfken and her crew 
ventured south-east. They sailed 
beyond Os Papuas (Papua New 
Guinea) and explored and 
chartered part of the coast of 
Nova Guinea. They did not find 
gold - but they did find the 
northern coast of a huge 
continent: - Australia. Captain 



Janszoon was the first 
European to map and record 
Australia in history so Duyfken's 
voyage marks the beginning of 
Australia's recorded history. 
The WA built replica will return 
to WA as a result of a State 
Government funding package. 
The replica 17th century sailing 
ship, the Duyfken, was built in 
Fremantle in the late 1990’s. 
Since then she has sailed to 
Asia, Europe and all Australian 
states a number of times. 
The funding will provide the 
Duyfken with a permanent home 
while also creating a new 
tourism attraction and 


educational experience for WA 
and our visitors. 
The little ship is currently on 
display at the Australian national 
Maritime Museum in NSW; that 
is until May 2012 when the 
vessel will then begin its 84 day 
voyage back to our WA shores. 
The Duyfken is set to return to 
Perth in August 2012. 
Our ‘Little Dove’ (Duyfken) will 
play a key part in the 2016 
celebrations for the 400th year 
anniversary of Dirk Hartog’s 
landing at Cape Inscription on 
the Island named after him ‘Dirk 
Hartog Island’ in Shark Bay, WA. 



Willem Janszoon 1570-1630 
Dutch Navigator & Colonial 
Governor—Discoverer of Australia 


This is a very special occasion 
as it was the first ‘recorded 
landing of Europeans in WA. 
Willem Janszoon (c. 1570- 
1630), Dutch navigator and 
colonial governor, is the first 
European known to have seen 
the coast of Australia. His name 
is sometimes abbreviated to 
Willem Jansz. (with or without 
the full stop) Janszoon served in 
the Netherlands East Indies for 
several periods (1603-11, 1612- 
16) including a period as 
governor of Fort Henricus on 
Solor.

Dutch Community Radio

News was and still is a major 
part of the presentation—news 
from the Netherlands; and 
also the local Dutch 
Community which includes 
the latest on upcoming events. 
As the forefront of DCR it was 
also their responsibility to 
obtain advertising, as this 
would then help to finance the 
cost of broadcasting. They 
spent hours creating an 
advertisement for 
businesses that didn't already 
have their own recorded 
advertising. 

In Aat and Jenny’s time with 
DCR they saw the program 
grow from a 1 hour to a IV 2 
hour presentation. 

Over the years they met a lot 
of interesting people, many of 
whom they interviewed on 
DCR—people like Dutch 
Ambassadors, Consuls, 

Admirals, Generals, and yes 
Dutch Prime Minister JP 
Balkenende, Dutch Authors 
and the list goes on.... 

Their years with DCR was 
perhaps, at times, a lot of work 
but something they both 
enjoyed. 

They leave the studios of 
Ethnic Broadcasting 6EBA 
with, perhaps, a heavy heart 
but they can be assured and 


also satisfied that, indeed, 
they leave a legacy of 
commitment and dedication to 
a well-trained & equally 
dedicated team—all of who 
salute Aat and Jenny for their 
years of hard work in making 
DCR what is it today—a 
professional, yet fun and 
informative Dutch Community 
program. 

All the team at DCR wish both 
Aat and Jenny the very best 
for the future.

The interesting town of Zeist 


ZEIST, Municipality and Town in the province of Utrecht. 

Population January 2011: 60,835. 

Zeist is a medium-sized town. Of the approximately 500 municipalities in the 
Netherlands, Zeist is the 53rd largest, with a modern infrastructure and direct 
connections to the large cities such as Utrecht, Amsterdam, The Hague and Rotterdam. 

HISTORY 

The town of "Seist" was first mentioned in a charter in the year 838. The original settlement was located at the 
present Dorpsstraat. In the late 12th century, a church was built here. Its tower is now a part of the Reformed 
Church, the remainder of which was built in the 19th century. Until medieval times, a branch of the 
river Rhine flowed close to the centre of the town. Three mansions were built near the village: the ‘Huis te Zeist”, 
“Kersbergen”, and “Blikkenburg”. 


From 1677 to 1686, the "Slot Zeist" was built on or near the ruins of "Kasteel 
Zeist", the original castle (donjon) of Rodgar van Zeist. There is very little 
documentation on the family that lived there, but a few names are found: in the 
12th century a Godefridus de Seist and in the late 13th century another 
Godefridus, a knight, with his son Johannes and his daughter Petronilla. 

Van Hinsbe of the van Zeist family was a woman, Elisabeth, who married a 
member of the Borre van Amerongen family. They had a son who adopted his 
mothers name and his fathers coat-of-arms. The “ s P ie S elzaal ” in s l Qt Zeist 

In the last quarter of the 17th century, Count Willem Adriaan van Nassau, an 
illegitimate descendant of Prince Maurice of Orange, acquired the property and built 
Slot Zeist in the Dutch Classicist style. Murals by Daniel Marot are still largely intact. 

Members of the Evangelical Brotherhood, the Dutch name for the Moravians, settled in 
Zeist in 1746, building for their community an impressive array of 18th century 
classicistic houses planned around two squares. Their headquarters are still located in 
the centre of town, next to "the palace". The oldest Dutch archives of the Moravians are 
kept at the Utrecht Archival Centre at Utrecht. 

The church's emblem is the Lamb of God (right) with the flag of victory, surrounded by 
the Latin inscription: Vicit agnus noster, eum sequamur, or in English: "Our Lamb has 
conquered, let us follow Him". 

In the 19th century, Zeist became a favourite residence for the rich, mainly from the city of Utrecht. 

It has a rich inheritance of country estates, country manors, historical buildings and scenic beauty. Zeist is 
committed to preserve this cultural and historical character and to retain, as much as possible, this parkland and 
scenic beauty. Its rich inheritance will remain important for now and the future. 

SOESTERBERG AIR BASE was a Royal Netherlands Air Force military airbase located in Soesterberg, 
about 6 kilometres north-northeast of Utrecht. It was first established as an airfield in 1911 and in 1913 
the Dutch Army bought the field and established the Army Aviation Division. 

For almost 40 years, United States Air Force facilities at Soesterberg, 
named Camp New Amsterdam, was a major front line USAFE airbase 
during the Cold War. The base was closed on 31 December 2008, due to 
budget cuts in the Dutch Defence. The airbase ceased flying operations on 
12 November 2008, when the command was transferred from the Dutch 
Air Force to the Dutch Defence, they take care of the base until it will be 
given back to nature. The last fighter ever to depart, delayed due to bad 
weather at the Aviano Air Base, was a Greek F-4E fighter. 

The former USAFE part stays in military hands and will now officially be 
called Camp New Amsterdam.

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The interesting town of Zeist 


HEADQUARTERS of the WWF (World Wildlife Fund) 



This World Wildlife main office building in Zeist by RAU architects was 
completed in 2006. 

RAU transformed a former 1950’s agricultural laboratory into the first 
C02-neutral and self-sufficient office in the Netherlands. By breaking 
through the rigidity of the existing structure and adding an organic blob at 
the centre, the rejuvenated building got a friendly and inviting appearance. 
Natural materials have replaced bare concrete; what used to be grey and 
confronting is now in harmony with the surrounding nature reserve. 
RAU’s intervention did not only give the building a new face, but 
fundamentally changed the user experience. Natural ventilation and the 
use of natural materials offer a balanced and healthy indoor environment. 


The energy performance of the building is very good; the building is C02-neutral, it is (almost entirely) self- 
sufficient and achieves an A++ rating at the EPBD energy label by the European Union. Triple glazing and wooden 
lamellas in front of the large windows ensure efficient isolation and heat resistance. Solar cells on the roof generate 
electrical energy and solar thermal collectors are used for heating up water. Even the body heat of the building’s 
users is captured and re-used. Cool ground water is used for cooling the building and for flushing toilets. The surplus 
of warmth in the summer is stored in a water reservoir in the ground and used for heating the building during winter. 
Likewise, cooling energy is stored underground during winter months and is used for cooling in summer. 


SLOT ZEIST 

The chateau was built in the French baroque style and is owned by Zeist 
Town Council. The interior has been adapted as much as possible to the 
time of its origin (the 17th century), and includes Goblins, large mirrors, 
furniture and portraits. The elegantly styled rooms in the grand and 
charming Slot are designed to reflect the era of its time. The grandeur of 
this aristocratic house can be experienced as soon as one drives through 
the stately and distinguished entrance that offers the visitor a royal 
welcome. The classical and traditional interior radiates the warmth of the 
baroque era. The fairy tale decor will enhance and suit whatever event 
you organize. There are also regular exhibitions in the main building and 
in the wing gallery, theatre performances and concerts take place in Slot 
Zeist.

For many years the Dutch 
National Archaeological Research Service (Rijksdienst voor het Oudheidkundig

Zeist also has a well equipped modern shopping centre with shops of diverse allure, 
a regional hospital, a large cinema and performing arts complex, a swimming 
complex, the Zeist Castle, Het Slot Zeist which retains its design from the 17th 
century Roman architecture and a large diversity of both accommodations and 
conference facilities.

Daardoor hoeven 
minder zaken in een later stadium voor de 
kinderrechter te komen. Als ouders hulp bij het 
opvoeden weigeren, zou hun kinderbijslag 
moeten worden ingetrokken. 

Vertrekkend kinderrechter De Pauw Gerlings heeft 
de betrokkenheid van ouders bij de opvoeding de 
afgelopen drie decennia zien afnemen. 'Destijds 
leerde je van je moeder dat je niet mocht liegen. Als 
je dat toch deed, werd je er meteen op 
aangesproken. Je keek wel uit om nog eens te 
liegen, want je wist dat je moeder er een volgende 
keer opnieuw achter zou komen. Nu is dat anders; er 
is minder gezag.' 

Pedagoog en hoogleraar Jeugdbescherming Ido 
Weijers is het met de kinderrechter eens dat er veel 
veranderd is in de stijl van opvoeden. De autoritaire 
verhoudingen tussen ouders en kind zijn verschoven 
naar een onderhandelingshuishouding. 'Kinderen 
hebben veel meer ruimte om al op jonge leeftijd 
over alle mogelijke dingen te onderhandelen. Soms 
loopt dat de spuigaten uit.' 

Wereldkampioen opvoeden 
Toch wil dat volgens Weijers allerminst zeggen dat 
de opvoeding slechter is geworden. Uit onderzoek 
blijkt zelfs het tegendeel. 'Sommigen dachten eerst 
nog dat de aandacht voor zorg en opvoeding van 
kinderen naar beneden zou gaan als veel moeders 
gingen werken. Maar uit onderzoek blijkt het 
omgekeerde: de afgelopen dertig jaar is de tijd die 
ouders aan de zorg en opvoeding besteden bijna 
verdubbeld.' 

Hij benadrukt dat Nederland zelfs als beste uit de 
bus kwam in een vergelijkend onderzoek van Unicef 
in 22 welvarende landen. Dat betekent volgens 
Weijers dat Nederland een soort wereldkampioen 
opvoeden is. Nederlandse kinderen zijn gelukkiger, 
presteren beter, zijn veiliger en gezonder dan in veel 
andere landen. 'Dat is wel een prettig gegeven.' 
Sociaal vangnet 

Kinderrechter De Pauw Gerlings is ervan overtuigd 
dat veel zaken die zij behandelt onnodig waren 


geweest als ouders op tijd hadden ingegrepen. 'Zij 
moeten bij de eerste signalen van foutief gedrag 
meteen ingrijpen. Niet op vakantie omdat je 
rottigheid hebt uitgehaald, niet de beloofde 
bromfiets. Lik op stuk, maar dan thuis.' 

Vroeger was er een sociaal vangnet van 
gepensioneerden, leraren en verpleegkundigen die 
dichtbij gezinnen stonden. Zij hadden het eerder in 
de gaten als ouders het moeilijk hadden met 
opvoeding en inkomen. De hulp was heel basaal. 
Tegenwoordig hebben mensen geen tijd meer om in 
te springen bij anderen. 

Het verdwijnen van een sociaal vangnet is niet een 
onoverkomelijk probleem, denkt Weijers. 'Je kunt 
zeggen: het was goed, die stevige familieband. Aan 
de andere kant was dat lang niet altijd goed. Het 
leidde in veel gevallen tot ongewenste 
bemoeienissen van grootouders met de ouderlijke 
opvoeding.' 

Professionele hulp 

Bovendien heeft er een geleidelijke verschuiving 
plaatsgevonden van niet-professionele naar 
professionele hulp en informatie, meent hij. Met al 
die informatie over opvoeding is ook de behoefte 
van ouders om het goed te doen enorm gegroeid. 

'Dat zie je in de relatie tussen ouders en school. 
Ouders stellen tegenwoordig veel hogere eisen.' 

De Pauw Gerlings is het ermee eens dat de meeste 
ouders het beste voor hebben met hun kinderen. 
Maar bemoeienis van buitenstaanders stellen ze 
vaak niet op prijs. 'Heel dikwijls zie je dat ouders 
het vervelend vinden dat hun kind spijbelt. Maar ze 
vinden het niet goed dat er iemand thuis komt kijken 
of de oorzaak in de gezinssituatie te vinden is.' 
Kinderbijslag 

Dat raakt volgens haar de privesfeer en dat is taboe. 
Opvoedingsadviezen uit de naaste omgeving zouden 
daarbij een brug kunnen slaan. Nu wordt dit vaak 
overgeslagen. Pas als het echt uit de hand loopt, 
meent de kinderrechter, komen de professionele 
hulpverleners in zicht. En dan is het vaak te laat. 'Er 
is de illusie dat wat in vijftien jaar niet goed is 
gelopen, in twee of drie jaar weer is recht te buigen.' 
Ouders zouden daarom gedwongen moeten worden 
eerder hulp te accepteren. Als die uit pure onwil 
wordt geweigerd, mag wat haar betreft de 
kinderbijslag worden ingetrokken. Maar Weijers 
denkt dat dit een verkeerd signaal is. 

'Je hebt met ouders te maken in een ouder-kind- 
relatie en je versterkt hun rol als opvoeder niet 
bepaald als je hen gaat straffen. Ik denk dat je altijd 
eerst de vraag moet stellen of de ouders wel serieus 
genomen zijn.' 
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Dutch History: De keerzijde van de medaille 


De Keerzijde van de Medaille. 

(or the flipside of the Medal.) 

The darker side of a brilliant concept, the once mighty 
conglomerate with the name of VOC (Verenigde Oost 
Incliesche Compagnie) that once controlled the profitable 
spice trade, the sea routes to Asia as well as the company 
that called the shots in those tropical regions. 

It was the company's strict rule, that records had to be 
kept on ships voyages on a daily basis. Most of all these 
records have been preserved and for this reason we know 
so much these days of what did occur so many years ago. 
It was the 20th of January 1766 that a VOC three-master 
vessel, named 'Meermin' sailed from Betisboka Bay in

western Madagascar to the settlement of Cape Town with 
more than 140 slaves on board. The Meermin was a 
multipurpose cargo vessel, built in Amsterdam in 1761, 
with the special purpose to carry slaves. For skipper 
Gerrit Muller it was the first time he was having a human 
cargo. Opper koopman (chief merchant) Johann Krause 
was in charge of the mission, aided by his assistant Olaf 
Leij, both experienced in dealing with this kind of 
merchandise. During the voyage, the skipper Gerrit 
Muller was continuously reminded by the older Johann 
Krause that he was the one in charge and that he actually 
knew more about sailing and navigating a ship than the 
skipper himself. This not only caused antagonism 
between the two leaders, but also diminished the 
skipper's authority over the crew who overheard Krause's 
rather unfriendly remarks. 

It was the VOC's policy, to import only young slaves, for 
reason that they survive the atrocious conditions on 
board better than the adults and also that they provide 
longer labour during their lives. The Meermin's voyage 
in January 1766 was doomed to be a troubled one. 
Already before departure, an escape attempt was made 
by one of the slaves. As usual, the officers were 
quartered toward the stern with the captain's cabin below 
the quarterdeck with underneath the rooms for guns and 


gun-powder. VOC rules were that no human cargo was to be 
allowed on deck. 

It was mid-summer that the Meermin sailed from Madagascar 
to Cape Town and during the four weeks it took, the 
temperature below deck became unbearable, rising to 50 
degrees. Often a long chain would run along the hold, onto 
which the slaves were shackled. Ventilation was minimal, as 
the gun-ports would have been sealed, to prevent escape. To 
increase the misery of this human cargo, more slaves were 
taken on board that officially registered, in order to be sold 
illegally for their own profit by those in charge. The situation 
became desperate, with slaves becoming ill and some close to 
dying. And so two days into the voyage, chief merchant 
Krause made the decision to free a group of slaves from their 
shackles in turns and let them recuperate on deck. The captain 
Gerrit Muller refused to accept this, as this would endanger 
the security of his ship. Trouble is in the making, as skipper 
Muller is responsible for his ship and chief merchant Krause is 
responsible for his merchandise, in this case the wellbeing of 
the slaves. The ships 'chirurchijn' or doctor had already 
reported that he did run short of medicines to cure the ill crew 
as well as slaves. 

A small group of slaves had planned already from the start to 
take over and become the masters of the ship. Also a few of 
the slaves had been put at work already to help the crew 
members hoisting sails and cleaning the decks and thereby had 
become acquainted at running a sailing vessel. 

Then on the 18th of February a fatal decision was made that a 
number of rusty sables and assegais had to be cleaned and 
oiled by the few slaves used as deckhands. And then it 
happened, the four slaves cleaning these weapons acted and 
attacked the unarmed crew and killed Krause, who rushed in 
to stop the revolt. Skipper Muller, badly wounded, locked 
himself in his cabin and managed to climb through the port 
window and slide down the rudder into the gunroom. 
Meanwhile on deck about thirty sailors had been killed or 
thrown overboard. Skipper Muller, assisted by the merchant 
assistant Olaf Leij, threatened to blow up the ship with a barrel 
of gunpowder and so managed to trick the rioting slaves into 
going ashore, telling them they had landed in Madagascar. 
However it was the Dutch settlement at Struisbaai on South 
Africa's East Coast, where the settlers overpowered the 
seventy slaves who had landed in a longboat, launched from 
the Meermin. The remainder of the male and female slaves 
were overpowered and most of the surviving ones transported 
to Cape Town. During these altercations the Meermin had 
been badly damaged by a reef and was abandoned and left to 
sink in deep water. 

According to the old VOC reports recovered in recent times, 
the Governor General of the VOC in Cape Town, Rijk 
Tulbagh (1751-1771), ordered a thorough investigation into 
the Meermin affair with the result that skipper Gerrit Muller 
was stripped of his captain's rank, sent back to Amsterdam as 
a crew member and had to work for his passage. He also lost 
one month of his wages as well as being ordered to pay the 
court costs. Some of the leading rebel slaves were banned to 
Robben Island, a place to where troublesome prisoners were 
shipped. Many years later, Nelson Mandela served his time 
here as well. 

Retour shipping to the East Indies was a hazardous business, 
as the VOC had found out in its many years of trading. The 
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Dutch History: De Keerziide van de Medaille 


shareholders having to face the loss of a vessel, in which 
they had invested, could well be impoverished instead of 
harvesting the riches they had hoped for. This is the story 
of the Zuytdorp, a 700 ton return-ship ('retourschip') with a 
crew of 286, under the command of Marius Wijnvliet, 
leaving Zeeland for Batavia on the ISt of August 1711. The 
usual treasure chests were onboard, filled to the brim with 
newly minted trading coins. It should be remembered that 
the VOC not only had a license for trading, but was also 
allowed to mint its own trading money in silver and gold, 
hire soldiers, make war, discover and occupy land. 

The Zuytdorp arrived at the Cape of Good Hope on 23 
March 1712, and having taken on fresh water and food and 
replaced the 112 crew members who died and were lost 
during this voyage; the Zuytdorp left on the 22nd of April. 
As per VOC directive he followed the favourable monsoon 
winds to the east, and then after having covered a certain 
distance, set sail due north, staying away from the 
treacherous Great Southland coast (West Australian coast) 
at a safe distance. Experience had shown that a certain 
number of days at a certain speed would bring the vessel to 
a point, where due north would bring them to Batavia, and 
not Sumatra or elsewhere. The ship's speed, when going 
east, was then measured in knots, counted from a long line 
running off a reel, with knots tied at a certain distance

which was thrown out into the ocean and had a wooden 
float at the end. While sailing, the wooden float's resistance 
in the water would pull the knotted line off the reel, the 
crew member on duty would have an hour-glass with him 
to check the time it took for a certain number of knots to 
run off the reel. It must have been a frightening experience 
for captain and crew, to hit these treacherous reefs about 
forty kilometers north where the Murchison- river enters 
the ocean near Kalbarri and then to realize he had 
miscalculated the position of his ship. This disaster could 
also have been due to a strong ocean current, adding to the 
drift towards the continent. 

How many survived this calamity is not known. No contact 
with Batavia was ever made by crew members, who might 
have survived. It is thought that a number of the lucky ones 
were accepted by the local native tribe and lived out their 
lives in the Australian bush, fathering children in due 
course. 

Another VOC ship that unintentionally visited Australia 
was the Zeewijk, owned by the VOC chamber of Zeeland. 
The vessel left the port of Vlissingen on 7 November 1726 
under command of skipper Jan Steyns and manned with 


212 crew. The trading capital was stacked in ten strong oak 
chests. After an uneventful voyage to Cape of Good Hope 
and re-stocking its food and water supplies, it set sail on the 
usual trajectory to Batavia. Like the Zuytdorp and the 
Batavia, it struck one of those infamous reefs on the west 
coast of Australia. It was on the 9th of June 1727 that the 
Zeewijk struck a reef in the Houtman Abrolhos group. 
Fortunately the ship did not break up immediately, so the 
crew could unload the vessel of the necessary and most 
importantly the money chests. It was then decided to 
prepare a longboat with a party to sail to Batavia to get help. 
Nothing was ever heard of that party again. The remaining 
crew of 88 members then started to build a small sailing 
vessel from timber they salvaged from the Zeewijk, calling 
it 'Sloepie'. It took these hardy people nine months to 
complete it. 

Their voyage was successful, they arrived in Batavia on the 
30th of April 1728, all the surviving members as well as all 
the trading money in those heavy chests. The customary 
VOC investigation found that skipper Steyns had been 
responsible for the navigational errors made and also 
condemned for untrue entries he made in the ship’s journals. 
It is not suggested this happened on the Zeewijk, when it 
struck a reef, but many a time this did happen in those days 
of sailing ships in trouble, manned with at times a 
shanghaied crew, some desperados and those on the run 
from justice. I hereby quote from a publication in 'van der 
Graeff Journal', published 14 June 1727: "We have found 
that several God-forsaken wretches and malignants in the 
wreck are breaking up everything and are getting 
intoxicated like animals between the decks. It was decided 
this forenoon by the whole Council, not only of superior and 
petty officers, but also by seaman and soldiers, that we 
would all swear a precious oath to God to be loyal to one 
another and faithful to the Company and to punish together, 
be it even with death, all evil-doers and malignants". 
Apparently, crew members of the Zeewijk discovered 
remnants of another vessel in the area where they had 
grounded themselves, possibly of the VOC returnship 
"Ridderschap van Holland' which left The Cape in 1694 
for Batavia and was never heard of again. That is the 
story of a 520 ton returnship, built in Amsterdam in the 
year 1682. She made four successful return voyages to 
Batavia and then on her fifth voyage came to grief, never 
to be heard of again. It was the 11th July 1693 that The 
Ridderschap van Holland set sail from the harbour of 
Wielingen in Zeeland to Batavia, arriving at the Cape of 
Good Hope on 9 January 1694 to take on fresh food and 
water and certainly some crew. She left again on the 5th 
of February with a crew of 300 as well as two passengers 
and just disappeared on their way to Batavia. Willem de 
Vlamingh was sent out in 1697, in command of three 
ships, to search for the missing vessel along the west 
coast of the Great Southland, but failed to find any 
evidence. Had it been the policy of the VOC also to settle 
in the areas they had mapped on the various voyages of 
their ships during the many years they were operating, 
the history of Australia could well have been quite 
different.
